Letter From President Buchanan to Capt

Tbe following is a copy of a valuable 


Historic document—a letter from Pres- 
ident Buchanan to Capt. S. M. Taylor, 
of the "Independent Greys," of Bed- 
ford, accepting the services of these 
volunteers: 


PRTVATB. 


WASHDTSTOH, 17 APBIL, 1847. 


My Dear Sir :—I have at length the 


pleasure of informing you that, under 
the peculiar circumstances of the case, 
your Company will be accepted as Vol- 
unteers, during the war with Mexico. 
It is not the intention of the President 
to make any further requisition upon 
the Governor for troops from the State; 
but it is necessary, that yourself and 
other officers of the Independent Greys 
should be commissioned by Governor 
Shunk. I believe my much esteemed 
friend the Adjutant General still re- 
sides in Bedford, though I would not 
know this fact but from the welcome 
and weekly visits of THE GAZETTE. 
You may show him this letter; and he 
will doubtless procure your commis- 
sions. The Secretary of War will write 
to the Governor on the subject. 


The strong ties which bind me to 


Bedford County, as well as the partial 
promise which I gave you, has induc- 
ed me to urge the acceptance of "the 
Greys" in season and out of season 
Identified as I shall be with this Com- 
pany, I cannot fail to feel a peculiar 
interest in its character. I know that 
the officers and men are brave and will 
distinguish themselves should an op- 
portunily offer. 
I desire, however, 


that you shall be prompt in your move- 
ments and be ready to march with the 
least possible delay. For this I have 
pledged myself to the President. Yon 
will be accepted either as Infantry or 
Riflemen according to your pleasure. 
I do not fear but that my brave moun- 
taineer fighters in a righteous cause 
will do honor to their country. May 
the blessings of Heaven attend you; 
and may you return to your homes with 
the proud consciousness which will be 
dear to you all your lives that in the 
hour of need you have periled your 
lives under the glorious flag of the 
Union '

George W. Satterfield, proprietor of 


Hotel Arlington, died at the University 
ol Pennsylvania hospital,Philadelphia, 
Tuesday night. Mr. Satterfield was ill 
with appendicitis and on March 31 
went to the city lor treatment. Alter 
arriving in Philadelphia he felt so 
much better that no operation was per- 
formed. But subsequently he became 
worse and submitted to an operation 
on April 11 and a second one on the fol- 
lowing day.

Six years ago Mr. Satterfield was 


married to Miss Margaret J. Blair, 
daughter ol Samuel Blair, of Coaldale. 
To this union three children were 
born, one of whom died in infancy. 
He is survived by his parents, his wife 
and two children—Clyde, aged four 
years, and Elsie, two years old. The 
deceased was a member of Coaldale 
Council No. 579, Junior Order United 
American Mechanics. He was an ex- 
cellent musician and at different times 
belonged to the Coaldale, Glen Ritehey 
and Bedford cornet bands. 


George W. Satterfield was one ol the 


most popular young men of Bedford*

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Senators are 


much amused at a semi-official state- 
ment that has come from the state de- 
partment, denying that negotiations 
had been opened with England for a 
new Isthmian canal treaty and pur- 
porting to tell why no such negotia- 
tions were under way. The reason 
given in this statement is that Secreta- 
ry Hay has not yet ascertained what 
sort of a treaty two-thirds of the sen- 
ate would be willing to vote for. It is 
perfectly true that no negotiations 
have been started with England for a 
new treaty, but the reason given is 
only half true. If Secretary Hay has 
not been able to ascertain what sort of 
a treaty two-thirds of the senate will 
vote for, he has been very plainly given 
to understand what sort ol a treaty 
two-thirds of the senate will vote 
against or amend, and the information 
is strikingly near to what Senator 
Morgan said on the floor ol the senate 
just before congress ao'j-'urned—that 
Mr. McKinley would find out that he 
could not get two-thirds of the senate 
to agree to any treaty less strongly

rights than the amended Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, which England would not 
have. 
That is the real reason why

Governor Candler, of Georgia, is in 


Washington for the purpose of settling 
accounts between Georgia and the fed- 
eral government for the equipment of 
troops for the war with Spain. Of 
those accounts he said: "The law pro 
vided that vouchers in certain forms 
should be made out for every expendi- 
ture. In some cases the military au- 
thorities did not issue any vouchers at 
all and that has caused some delay in 
the final payments, but the state will 
lose but little. The governor denied 
that his trip east was to borrow money 
to pay the school teachers of the state.

negligently or carelessly shoots and 
wounds or kills any human being, 
shall be punished by imprisonment 
not exceeding ten years or by fine not 
exceeding 51,000." 


Those who remember the unusually 


large number of gunning accidents the 
past season will approve of the action 
of the Pine Tree state's solons and en- 
dorse the following comment on the 
act.by one of our contemporaries whose 
identity we are unable to establish : 


"The law is an excellent one. There 


are a great many persons who are al- 
lowed to roam at large with guns who 
need to be put under restraint. They 
are not confined to the Pine Tree state, 
but may be found in every part of the 
United States. Every discouragement 
should be put in their way in order to 
wean them from their evil practices. 
They are not malicious—certainly no 
one believes they would intentionally 
cripple or kill a human being. But 
they are not fit to be trusted with 
weapons which can inflict wounds or 
death upon their fellows. They are 
not subject to homicidal mania, but no 


man, 
woman or child who is within 


range of their weapons is safe. It is 
these cheerful man-slayers who when 
they go turkey hunting invariably 
blaze away at the man in some nearby 
thicket who is calling the game to the 
blind. It is these irresponsibles who 
kill ycur best hunting dog when the 
covey of partridges has been flushed, 
instead of shooting the birds to which 
the dog had led them. It is these un- 
reasonable creatures who in the Maine 
forests kill the farmer who is passing 
throagh the woods under the mistaken 
impression that the deer is attired like 
a human being and walks on two legs 
It is these reckless innocents abroad 
who fill the farmer's house full of shot, 
pepper his plow horses and perforate 
his milch cows with lead pellets. Such 
persons ought not to be permitted to go 
about with a gun unless they are 'ac- 
companied by experts who can tell 
them when there is real game to be 
shot and can point their weapons in 
the direction in which the bullets 
ought to be sent. Under these condi- 
tions, and with a complement of sur- 
geons, Ked Cross nurses and the nec- 
essary ambulance equipment, they 
might be allowed to pursue the chase 
in an uninhabited country, where their 
powers for evil would be restricted. In 
time there may be a popular demand 
for legislation to meet such cases The 
pernicious ignorance and activity of 
these untutored Ximrods cannot be 
endured forever.''

NEW YORK, April 1C —We are now 


approaching the end. The proclama- 
tion to the world was that the Chinese 
empire must be maintained intact. We 
thought that Eagland wanted money, 
and it was money that China agreed to 
pay. Now China has land to spare, 
but there is no cash in her strong box. 
The land that she would willingly part 
with swarms with her bitterest enemies 
and it costs more to keep them in order 
for a single year than China collected 
in ten. Sir Robert Hart understood 
the case perfectly and after the first 
wail of sorrow in favor of maintaining 
the autonomy of the Chinese empire 
was over, England began to see the 
force of Prince Metternich's definition 
of language—a medium for the con- 
cealment of thought. For ways that 
are dark and for tricks that are vain 
your heathen Chinee is peculiar. It 
was a dreadful shock after such a bril- 
liant exordium to the coming peace, 
where all the world was to rest, to look 
at the head of the next column and 
Snd that this world of peace, which 
commanded so much admiration, was 
like the Kilkenny cats—ready to eat 
each other up, even to the tips of their 
tails, and that, as a matter of fact, 
there was no such thing as a peace, 
for all the great powers were armed 
cap-a-pie and actually spoiling for a 
fight. 


The situation reminds me of a cir- 


cumstance that took place when I was 
in California. In the town of Nevada 
I called one day at the house of a 
friend, an Irishman by the name of 
Mahoney. Mahoney was out, but his 
wife was at home. She was looking 
out of the window and apparently en- 
jDying the scene before her. I went to 
the window to see what was going o»; 
the house being built on a hillside, was 
about thirty or forty feet above the 
street and commanded a perfect view 
of the scene below. It was a sort of 
amateur prize-fight and the contestants 
were going at each other hammer and 
tongs. Mrs. Mahoney was delighted 
with the scene and kept dancing 
around the room clapping her hands as 
one or the other got in a good blow in 
the bread-basket or the mug. I could 
not help laughing myself, as one of the 
champions gave' the other a clip that 
laid him flat on the ground. Mrs. Ma- 
honey gave a scream of delight, clap- 
ped her hands and danced with extra 
vigor. 
"What is the matter, Mrs 


Mahoney ?" I asked. ' Oh, my dear 
friend," she exclaimed, "if there is any- 
thing in this world I like it is a jolly 
good fight." This appears to be the 
case with my friends in China. It 


have been ao rapid and .10 wonderful 
that we have not had time to deter- 
mine the extent of the republic. • 


It la strange, almost incomprehensi- 


ble, that national wealth has increased, 
keeping pace with the extent of our 
domain. As yet we can hardly deter- 
mine whither we are drifting. It seems 
as though the formation of great cor- 
porations is developing a race entirely 
different from any that this nation 
has known before. Will it be believed 
abroad that acorporation is actually be- 
ing formed in the state of New Jersey, 
the capitalization of which is 81,000,- 
000,000? It only seems like a decade 
since the possession of a single million 
was looked upon as a financial wonder. 


The Rothschilds, whose united capi- 


tal after fifty years of financial ven- 
ture and experience, were credited on 
the money markets of the world as the 
possessors of one hundred millions; 
they controlled the financial ventures 
of more nations than any other finan- 
cial corporation that the world had 
ever known since the days of Crov.us, 
and yet in our own day and generation 
we have seen the life of a single me- 
chanic accumulate $150,000,000. 
Jay 


Gould in less than twenty years ac- 
cumulated enough to give each of his 
children 318,000,000 and his oldest son, 
George, nearly 325,000,000. 
The in- 


come of his youngest daughter was 
8800,000 per annum. Yet on this vast 
sum she nearly ran into bankruptcy. 
Commodore Vanderbilt left his oldest 
son $35,000,000 and to each of his other 
children a million dollars. If it be 
true that revolutions never go back- 
ward, then may we look for the rule 
of capital for untold ages to come. 
The whole trend of the age is for an 
increase of power, an increase of 
speed, an increase of light, an increase 
of happiness for the millions,

manity will not bear to be harnessed 
like a beast of burden. The forces of 
Nature shall be so developed as to lift 
the yoke from the neck of labor.

mercy forgetting Waterloo, Sedan and 
all the great battles that separated 
them within the last hundred years; 
forgetting their differences, their sac- 
rifices and their 
losses and lying 


down side by side to sleep, having 
traveled together for thousands of 
miles to battle for a common, cause; 
the trifling difference of opinion as to 
how the war in China shall end and 
what shall be the final settlement; 
drawing their weapons and suddenly 
facing each other and for the time 
forgetting the humanity that they 
came so many thousands of miles to 
relieve. In a very short time we hope 
for a settlement. 
The draft on the 


countries engaged in the adjustment 
of these vital questions is tremendous 
and destructive. 


Reflect for one moment on the .fear- 


ful loss to America alone. 
The in- 


crease of our army is 75,000, which 
with the 25,000 which it numbered 
before the Spanish war, makes an 
army of 100,000 fighting men. Not the 
old and debilitated and the worn, but 
the best and most perfect of physical 
and mental condition composing the 
very flower of our American manhood. 
How long can any nation stand such a 
draft as this without deterioration ? 
Besides this army draft the demands 
of the navy must not be forgotten. It 
cries aloud for help and must be heard. 
The new fighting machines that now 
mark the sea and line the borders of 
every land are ominous of disaster and 
destruction. 
We have invested mil- 


lions for defense and on the dome of 
the capital should be written, "Not 
one cent for tribute."

This is the latest information from 


Commissioner Rockhill, at PeUn, nho 
adds, however, that the other goveri - 
rnents show no intention as yet of seal- 
ing down their claims, in spite of what 
is practicilly a joint reccmm;ndatior 
from the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan. 


The revised statement of the total 


claims just forwarded by Commissioner 
Rocktull shows, however, that in the 
aggregate they will be less than was 
s.atedin his first estimates. Instead 
of being about 8500,000,000 they will be 
about 8400 000,000. But the desire of 
the United States government is to 
bring the total down to not more than 
S.00,000.000, which, it is believed, is all 
that China can pay. It is denied that 
an agreement has been sanctioned un- 
der which China will have to pay 8300,- 
000,000. 


The largest claim is that of Eussia, 


which has posed as the real friend ol 
Cbina, and it amounts to about 990,- 
000,000. Then comes Germany, with a 
claim for $80.000,000, which may be re- 
duced to §00,000,000. 
The claim of 


Great Britain is stated exactly at 821,- 
835,000, with the understanding that 
this is for actual expenditures, and is 
contingent upon securing increased 
commercial privileges from China. A 
larger amount would be demanded 
commercial concessions could not be 
obtained. 


Great Britain is willing to reduce 


her claim one-half, like the United 
States and Japan, whose claims are 
about 825,000,000 each. 
Besides the 


powers, smaller European states, such 
as Spain, Holland and Belgium, who 
had no troops and lew subjects in 
China, have put in large claims, which 
they are insisting upon more strenu 
ously than some of the greater nations 
vhich had to support large contingent 
in the expedition that rescued th 
legations at Pekin, and which havi 
been maintaining the peace since. 


However, the chief difficulty is wit 


Eussia and Germany, and it is believe 
that they can be induced to cut down 
their claims to what China can pay.

"Life in a mining camp when it is 


snow bound." said a prominent mining

Captain Foster was tlie commander 


of tbe slave sliip Clotilda that brought 
the last cargo of slaves to Ilic United 
Stales. Tbe trip was made only after 
many thrilling scenes requiring weeks 
of skillful maneuvering aud dangerous 
exploits. 
Just before the north and 


south engaged in war Captain Foster 
built tbe Clotilda and announced that 
he would make a trip to the gulf of 
Guinea despite tbe fact that Dnited 
States war vessels had burned and 
sunk the ships of many who tried the 
voyage. He was warned repeatedly of 
the dangers attached to such an under- 
taking, but he equipped his ship and 
sailed away. 


He reached the African coast after 


going out of bis course many times anil 
remained along tlie coast for a month. 
He succeeded in getting 100 negroes on 
board'before lie was detected by the 
watchful vessels of the United States. 
He was pursued, lint easily outdis- 
tanced his ntirsut'i's. and two mouths 
later arrived in Mobile bay with his 
human cargo. 
A steamboat met tbe 


slaveship during tlie night, and the 
negroes were transferred in order to 
avoid the custom house officials. Cap- 
tain Foster sel bis vessel on (ire and 
passed througli Mobile v.-ithont being 
detected. The government authorities 
bunted for him for months, but be 
eluded them until the close of tbe war, 
wben be retired from tbe seu.

Food of Prehistoric 
Kan. 


Upon examining some skulls dating 


back from the stone age Mr. Charters 
White, M. B. C. S., noted that several 
of the teeth, although quite free from 
caries, were thickly coated with tartar. 
It occurred to him that it would be 
possible by a rongh analysis to identify 
any particles of food that might be im- 
bedded in this natural concrete and so 
reveal the character of the aliment 
partaken of by prehistoric man. Dis- 
solving the tartar in a weak acid, a 
residue was left which, under the mi- 
croscope, was found to consist of corn- 
husk particles, hairs from the outside 
of the husks, spiral vessels from vege- 
tables, particles of starch, the point of 
a Bsh tooth, a conglomeration of oval 
cells probably of fruit, the barblets of 
down and portions of wool. 


In addition to this varied list were 


some round red bodies the origin of. 
which defied detection and many sandy 
particles, some relating to quartz and 
some to flint. These mineral fragments 
were very likely attributable to the 
rough stones used in grinding the corn 
and would account for the erosion of 
the masticating surfaces, 
which in 


many cases was strongly marked. This 
inquiry into tbe food of men wbo lived 
not less than 4,000 years ago is a mat- 
ter of great archtcological interest.— 
Chambers' Journal.

For Fighting Forest Fires. 


The following self-explanatory letter 


is a reply to a communication sent to 
the comissioner ai forestry by Aaron 
Garber, clerk to the county commission- 
ers: 


flAERISBUEO, APRIL 11, 1901. 


Jfr. Aaron Gamer, Commissioners' Clerk, 


Bedford, Bedford County, Pa. 
MY DEAB SIR :—I have your letter of 


the 10th, and would say that the state 
will pay the one-half of SI,000 to your 
county for expenses incurred by ex- 
tinction of forest fires during the year 
1900, no matter when those bills were 
paid. If you have unpaid bills for fires 
that occurred in the year 1900, and the 
total of all bills paid does not exceed 
the sum of $1,000, of course they will 
be recognized as a legitimate expense 
for the year 1900. 
But the bills must 


be vouched for by a constable of a 
township; constables of boroughs are 
not ex-offieio fire wardens and have no 
authority to summon posses to as- 
sist 
in 
the 
extinction 
of for- 


est fires. The fires must also have oc- 
curred in tracts of timber or brush 
lands at least fifty acres in extent. 
Fires that occur on lands where lum- 
bering 
operations 
are 
conducted 


should be taken care of by the opera- 
tors. Their employees should not DP 
•paid for assisting in extinguishing the 
fires, nor should any man who is em- 
ployed by the owner of the timber 
land be paid for labor performed in 
extinguishing a fire on his employer's 
land, nor should the owner himself be 
paid. 


Please notify your constables that 


hereafter they must have their bills in 
before the 1st of the year if they 
would be assured of receiving pay for 
same.
